Water ratinning in 
effect in Didsbury 
and area

The green lawns in town are 
lovely, but they are the root of a 
problem too. 

The summer heat has begun, 
and anyone with a lawn is trying 
to protect their personal green 
space by soaking it down, some 
homeowners are watering their 
lawn everyday, however Dids¬ 
bury is now on a water ration 
that may hinder that activity. 

The Mountain View Regional 
Water Services Commission, 
who run the Anthony Henday 
water treatment plant has sent 
letters to all of the towns they 
serve, including Didsbury, indi¬ 
cating that although the lawns 
might be green, the well is run¬ 
ning dry. 

"The dry conditions have re¬ 
sulted in a dramatic increase in 
the use of water," says a letter 
sent to the town by the Commis¬ 
sion. 

The problem is that the res¬ 
ervoirs that are located near 
each town are being drawn upon 
too frequently and are slowly 
running out. The water com¬ 
mission is unable to keep up to 
the demand and fill these re¬ 
serves by processing and treat¬ 
ing the water to make it safe. 

Town engineer, Wes Yeoman 
has been busy putting up post¬ 
ers and trying to notify every¬ 
one he can about the water ra¬ 
tion that is in effect until fur¬ 
ther notice. 

The town has created a 
scheme that should allow a 
thirsty lawn a drink, but not put 
too much pressure on the sys¬ 
tem. 

Houses with even numbered 
addresses are being asked to 
water their lawn on Tuesday 
and Saturday evenings only. 

Those with odd numbered ad¬ 


dresses can turn on the sprin¬ 
kler on Wednesday and Sunday 
evenings. 

"It will make a big difference 
to the problem," says Yeoman. 
He also stresses that even when 
there is not a water ration in 
effect, people should be water¬ 
ing their lawns in the evening to 
avoid wasting water supplies, 
and hiking their water bill. He 
explains that during the day the 
water is easily evaporated by 
the heat of the sun and makes 
the water ineffective. 

The water ration does not 
include wateri ng a vegetable gar¬ 
den by hand, or any other activi¬ 
ties like laundry. 

"Right now we are not at a 
critical point, but if people con¬ 
tinue to use the water the way 
they have, we could be close to 
reaching a critical point," says 
Yeoman. This could include a 
complete ban on watering the 
lawn. 

For now, Yeoman is just ask¬ 
ing people to abide by the water 
Commission's request until fur¬ 
ther notice. 

Yeoman says it is not all that 
unusual to have a water ration 
in place in this area. Although 
there was not one last year, he 
says it has occurred from time 
to time. 

It is not known how long this 
ration could continue. Yeoman 
only says, "We will need quite a 
bit of rain to alleviate the prob¬ 
lem." He says if the weather stays 
dry all summer, that could mean 
the ration would be in effect all 
summer. In the meantime, the 
town and Commission are hop¬ 
ing the sky will open and bring a 
good dump of water to the area. 

Other towns along the water 
line are Innisfail, Bowden, Olds, 
Carstairs and Crossfield. 
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Draft school upgrade plan unfair says trustee

Didsbury's school board trus¬ 
tee thinks a 5 year plan to 
upgrade schools across the ju¬ 
risdiction should be sent back 
to the drawing board. 

A preliminary draft of how 
millions of dollars will be dis¬ 
tributed within the jurisdiction 
to upgrade current schools that 
are aging quickly and causing 
concern for students. 

Deb Cousins, the local trus¬ 
tee said after the presentation, 
"I don't think this plan repre¬ 
sents equity at all." She said she 
had concerns that certain 
schools, especially the larger 
schools who had already re¬ 
ceived significant modernization 
funds were being included in 
the plan. 

Acting superintendent, Jim 
Gibbons responded that it is 
more economically efficient to 
complete any renovations that 
need to be done at one school all 
at one time, rather than bounce 
around the jurisdiction. 

Assistant superintendent, 
Lyall Tompson added, "No 
school will be left out (of the 
plan)." He said that the draft 
was made after a "comprehen¬ 


sive" study that took an inven¬ 
tory of all jurisdiction schools 
to decide which were most in 
need and would address those 
first in the plan. 

Tompson also said, "Sure 
there are going to be some short¬ 
comings in some of our schools, 
but we will continue to address 
them." She showed how parts of 
the plan looked beyond five years 
and into the next ten. He says 
the plan was to have all schools 
in the jurisdiction upgraded to 
excellent condition by the end 
of the ten year period. 

In the draft, the preliminary 
idea for Didsbury High School 
is to put $244, 500 into fixing 
the heating and ventilation to a 
better level. 

In fact, Tompson indicated 
that during his tour to all of the 
schools he found that the big¬ 
gest and most frequent wish for 
the schools was in the heating 
and ventilation systems. 

There is approximately $22 
million in funds that will come 
from the province in different 
grants and funding that will be 
available over the five years to 
complete the desired renova¬ 
tion in the Facilities Master 


Plan. 

Tompson told the board, 
"This is quite significant con¬ 
sidering that half the school 
boards in the province did not 
receive any money at all." 

Carstairs trustee, Susan 
Denischuck commended the 
board and administration on 
the creation of the plan adding 


that Chinook's Edge was the 
first in the province to create 
such a long term outlook that 
enables schools to see where 
they stand individually. 

Tompson asked that all trus¬ 
tees give input into the draft, 
which will be amended and 
brought back to the board dur¬ 
ing their June meeting.

The big machines are out and they are 
tearing up the asphalt. Soon there will be 
$200,000 worth of new phone lines under¬ 
neath, says a Telus Representative. 

Kathy Howe, a spokesperson for the 
company says they are currently working 
to install brand new phone line connectors 
in the southwest corner of town to 
accomodate the new growth in that area. 

They are also upgrading some old phone 
lines all over the town. 

Howe says the upgrades are not coming 
because of faulty phone lines, but rather 
that the company wants to be pro-active in 
replacing Some of the older equipment. 

"There is some growth in the town and 
we want to accommodate that," says Howe. 

The project has been ongoing, and there 
has not yet been a timeline for completion 
of the multi-thousand dollar upgrades.

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Safe playgrounds are 
everyone's responsibility

Going to the playground is 
a fun-filled, memory provok¬ 
ing experience for both par¬ 
ents and children. Unfortu¬ 
nately, hazardous conditions 
or lack of supervision at the 
playground can lead to pre¬ 
ventable injuries. In Alberta 
alone, more than 350 children 
are hospitalized for falls from 
playground equipment each 
year. To ensure your next visit 
to the playground is fun as 
well as a safe experience, the 
following points should be re¬ 
membered: 

1. Make sure adult supervi¬ 
sion is present at the play¬ 
ground. It is estimated that 


more than 40% of playground 
injuries are in some ways re¬ 
lated to inadequate supervi¬ 
sion. 

2. Guide children on age 
appropriate equipment. Large 
more complex equipment is not 
appropriate for younger tod¬ 
dlers. 

3. Survey the play area and 
make sure that it is free of 
apparent hazards. 

4. Check the playground 
surface for cushioned surfac¬ 
ing beneath equipment and its 
fall areas. Bring a rake along 
to even out sand or pea gravel 
which has been disturbed or 
compacted. 

5. Check equipment such as 
ladders, platforms, swings, 
slides, see-saws and merry-go- 


rounds to ensure that they are 
in proper working order and 
do not pose a hazard to your 
child. Equipment may loosen, 
crack or splinter over time 
producing hazards that may 
not have been present during 
your last visit. All hazards 
should be reported to the play¬ 
ground operator to ensure that 
prompt action is taken to re¬ 
pair damaged equipment. 

Health Authority 5 will be 
hosting a one-day workshop 
on playground safety in Dids¬ 
bury on May 28. To register 
for the workshop or to obtain 
more information on play¬ 
ground safety, contact the En¬ 
vironmental Health Services 
Department in the Didsbury 
Hospital at 335-7248. 


Inmates belter off than military

Over the past several 
months the Standing Commit¬ 
tee on Defence has 
heard about the 
atrocious living 
conditions and 
quality of life our 
military personnel 
are experiencing. 

The only real rea¬ 
son for this is that 
successive govern¬ 
ments have over¬ 
worked and 

underequipped the 
members of our 
forces and subsequently have 
left them grossly underpaid. 
This chronic underfunding of 
defence has led to a debate 
whether to buy essential equip¬ 
ment for the survival of our 
soldiers in the field or to com¬ 
pensate our soldiers with sala¬ 
ries and benefits they deserve. 
In trying to do both, the equip¬ 
ment is falling apart and our 
service personnel are suffer¬ 
ing beyond belief. 

In the same time period we 
have heard Solicitor General 
Andy Scott praise our prison 
system as one of the best in the 
world. This system provides 
our federal inmates with the 
use of miniature golf courses, 
tennis courts, basketball 
courts, softball diamonds, jog¬ 
ging tracks, cable television, 
big screen televisions and 
many other amenities, all at 
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taxpayer expenses. 

Our soldiers serving in So¬ 
malia, Rawanda or Bosnia get 
relatively few, if any, of these 
publicly funded 
amenities, little 
lone conjugal vis¬ 
its like our pris¬ 
oners receive. 
Even those serv¬ 
ice personnel 
posted in Canada 
can't afford to en¬ 
joy the range of 
amenities ac¬ 
corded to our 
prison inmates. 
They now have to 
pay recreation fees for the use 
of gyms and ice rinks on the 
bases. 

On April 27, Colonel Jim 
Calvin appeared before the 
Standing Committee on De¬ 
fence and reported that a fully 
trained private after three 


years service, married with 
two children, takes home $49 
of disposable income a month. 
This compares to our inmates 
who receive in some cases a 
monthly salary of $157.50. 
This is more than three times 
what our military personnel 
are forced to get by on. 

The bottom line is that our 
convicts are given more con¬ 
sideration by our government 
than our soldiers, sailors and 
air crew. How can we ever 
hope to recruit young people 
to serve our country knowing 
that those in jail are treated 
better, and that they may have 
to stand in line at the food 
bank in order to feed their 
family. These men and women 
are prepared to give their lives 
for their country, while those 
serving' life enjoy luxuries few 
of our soldiers will ever expe¬ 
rience.

Persons with developmental 
disabilities can now look to 
their community for the serv¬ 
ices they need. Dr. Lyle Oberg, 
Minister of Family and Social 
Services and Bert Sparrow, 
Chair, Persons with Develop¬ 
mental Disabilities (PDD) Pro¬ 
vincial Board, signed an agree¬ 
ment which allows regional 
boards to assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the delivery of services 
in the community as of April 1. 

"This is the final step in 
transferring delivery respon¬ 
sibility for services for persons 


with developmental disabilities 
to community management," 
said Oberg. 

"This new community-based 
structure will give local com¬ 
munities more opportunities to 
plan and deliver services that 
specifically meet the unique 
needs of adults with develop¬ 
mental disabilities in their re¬ 
gion." 

The PDD Boards, appointed 
in October 1997, consist of a 
Provincial Board, a Foundation 
Board and six Community 
Boards. A Facility Board for

A 
Chief Executive Officer for 
each board will oversee the 
provision, monitoring and 
evaluation of services for adults 
with developmental disabili¬ 
ties. 

"We have a dedicated group 
of volunteer board members 
and experienced CEOs who will 
work closely with communities 
to effectively carry out the 
mandate of their respective 
boards," said Oberg. "Collec¬ 
tively, these boards are work¬ 
ing together with government 
to support and promote activi¬ 
ties that enhance the quality 
of life for adults with develop¬ 
mental disabilities in Alberta." 

The Provincial Board will 
approve regional service deliv¬ 
ery plans, establish policies, al¬ 
locate funding and resources, 
monitor and assess Community 
Boards, the Facility Board and 
the Foundation Board. They 
will also work with government 
and other public and private 
bodies to coordinate the provi¬ 
sion of services. 

The Foundation Board is re¬ 
sponsible for fund-raising and 
managing endowments for 
capital purchases, research and 
pilot projects. 

"Community Boards will de¬ 
termine local priorities within 
their region, develop a service 
delivery plan, implement the 
approved plan, allocate fund¬ 
ing and oversee the delivery of 


services that respond to the 
needs to adults with develop¬ 
mental disabilities,” said Spar¬ 
row. "Since their appointment, 
these boards have made con¬ 
siderable progress in getting 
established and forming rela¬ 
tionships within the commu¬ 
nity." 

The regions for Community 
Boards are based on Family 
and Social Services' existing re¬ 
gional boundaries. The Facil¬ 
ity Board will determine pri¬ 
orities for Michener Centre, 
allocate funding and oversee 
the delivery of services for the 
facility. 

Oberg added: "While com¬ 
munities will have more op¬ 
portunities to plan and make 
decisions, ultimately, account¬ 
ability for the entire system 
rests with me as Minister." 

The Government will con¬ 
tinue to be responsible for de¬ 
termining program direction, 
setting standards, monitoring 
outcomes and providing fund¬ 
ing. Staff will remain employ¬ 
ees of Alberta Family and So¬ 
cial Service, reporting to the 
new Boards through the Chief 
Executive Officers. 

The Services to Persons with 
Disabilities (SPD) program 
provides services to more than 
8,000 adult Albertans with de¬ 
velopmental disabilities. The 
department's 1997/98 forecast 
for the Services to Persons with 
Disabilities program is $251 
million. This amount is ap¬ 


proximately 7% higher than 
1996/97 SPD actual expendi¬ 
tures ($234 million) and 16% 
higher than SPD expenditures 
in 1992/93 ($217 million).

Removing the stigma 

When most people hear the word 'Schizophre¬ 
nia' they picture crazy people. Maureen Drake is 
on a mission to nullify that perception. 

She is part of a group that is starting a pilot 
project in the region that works with what she 
calls, "agents of social change," to dilute the 
stigma attached to the disease with journalists, 
doctors, business people and other such groups. 

The idea is to let people who fear they might be 
suffering from it, come forward. 

"It is a very treatable disease if intervention 
comes early," she says. 

Region Five Health Authority together with the Calgary Regional Health 
Authority are the first to try out the program which includes advertisements, 
brochures and face to face meetings with individuals and groups to attempt to 
remove the stigma of the disease and make it easier for people in the community 
to understand and recognize schizophrenia.

Summer is just around the 
corner and this past long week¬ 
end was the kick-off to the 
upcoming camping season. 

Some people enjoy 'roughing 
it' with their 40 foot trailers, sat¬ 
ellite dishes and microwave ov¬ 
ens, while others like to pitch at 
tent and roast hot dogs over their 
camp stoves. 

If you fit either category, one 
of the Outback Adventures' 
campgrounds is the place for you. 

In the past few weeks Amy 
and Gil Enns, and Dolly and Dale 


Edwards of Didsbury have in¬ 
herited five campgrounds west of 
Sundre from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

Well, not really inherited. 
More like taken the campsites off 
of the government's hands. 

The five sites (James Wilson, 
Wild Horse, Cartier Creek, Deer 
Creek and Red Deer River) were 
going to be shut down and re¬ 
claimed by the government. 

The Enns and Edwards then 
heard that the government 
planned on contracting the sites 
out to the private sector. 


They had spent a lot of time 
during the summers at the James 
Wilson campsite, and thought it 
would be fun to manage it. 

'We have never gone out there 
when we were happy that we had 
to go home," said Enns. 

They made a call to see if they 
could take over one of the 
campgrounds. 

"The government said 'If you 
want one, then we'll give you all 
five,'" laughed Edwards. 

So, now the two couples have 
five campgrounds on their plates 
and they seem to be quite happy 
about it. 

They don't have to pay the 
government anything, but the 
couples are responsible for all 
the supplies needed to maintain 
the sites. 

Now the group is busy chop¬ 
ping firewood and painting, get¬ 
ting the sites into shape for sum¬ 
mer. 

Each of the five grounds are 
different. Some have water 
pumps and camp kitchens. All 
five bave outhouses. None of the 
sites has electrical hookups. 

"It's a really rustic experience," 
said Enns. "They are private 
campsites, well-treed with some 
group areas." 

By group areas they mean fam¬ 
ily reunions, religious and school 
groups. They are private and no 
other reservations will be taken 
at these sites. 

The cost for an individual site 
is $10 a night and the group ar¬ 
eas vary in price. All sites require 
reservations. 

The campgrounds run on the 


honour system. There are no full¬ 
time attendants, just a money 
box for fees. The group plans on 
checking in at the sites every once 
in a while to make sure every¬ 
thing is going well. 

"The honour system has 
worked so far," said Edwards. "The 
ranger told us that 95% of the 
people are just excellent and hon¬ 
est." 


The group is excited about 
Outback Adventures and are 
happy that they have been 
given the opportunity to man¬ 
age the sites.

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Coyote 

troubles 

Spri ng time means calving and 
lambing on many Alberta 
farms. It's also a time when 
farmers should be closely 
watching to see that stock, and 
the new offspring, are appro¬ 
priately protected from coyo¬ 
tes. 

"Unfortunately, dozens of 
young and newborn calves and 
lambs are injured or killed by 
coyotes every year because they 
are not adequately protected," 
said John Bourne, vertebrate 
pest specialist with Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, Vermilion. 

"Young livestock are very vul¬ 
nerable and require close at¬ 
tention during the first few 
weeks following birth.” 

Once coyote predation on 
lambs and calves begins it can 
be difficult to control, which 
puts other animals at risk as 
well. The best way to control 
coyote predation is to prevent 
it. There are many steps farm¬ 
ers can take to help prevent 
coyote predation. Here are a few 
recommendations: 

-Remove all dead livestock, 
stillborns and afterbirths from 
the farm property. Burn, deep 
bury or lime cover dead stock or 
have them taken to a rendering 
plant. 

-Always confine cows and 
ewes that are about to give 
birth, particularly those with 
their first born. Ewes with 
lambs should be confined for at 
least two weeks after birth; cows 
and calves at least one week. 

-Keep fences well maintained, 
particularly barrier fences of 
multi-strand design (high ten¬ 
sile steel wire) or woven wire. 
Barrier type fences can be elec¬ 
trified by adding a single strand 
of electric wire at the base of or 
above the fence. Coyotes prefer 
to dig under or pass through a 
fence so the fence wire must be as 
close to the ground and as tight 
as possible. Remember, holes in 
or depressions under page wire 
fences or leaning or loose wire 
fences are not much of a deter¬ 
rent to coyotes. 

-Electric fences made of seven 
or more strands of high tensile 
steel wire with good grounding 
and a powerful energizer will help 
keep coyotes out. Such fences can 
last as long as conventional wo¬ 
ven wire fences and cost less to 
build. 

-Confine livestock at night in 
lighted corrals where the risk of 
predation is high. Avoid pastures 
where predation is severe, at least 
until young animals are several 
weeks old. 

-Use guard animals such as 
donkeys or dogs to protect live¬ 
stock. Guard animals need to be 
properly introduced to livestock 
before placing them in a herd or 
flock. For best results consult a 
reputable breeder. 

-Removing coyotes by using a 
firearm, traps or snares, where 
legal, will keep coyotes away. 
Check with municipal or provin¬ 
cial authorities beforehand. Call- 
ingand shootingor huntingcoyo¬ 
tes is another good way to protect 
your property. Always keep your 
firearm sighted in and ready for 
use.

Technology to measure livestock odors unveiled 


The Alberta Research Coun¬ 
cil (ARC) joined its partners 
from Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, the Al¬ 
berta Pork Producers Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta today to un¬ 
veil a Mobile Air Quality Labo¬ 
ratory. The lab is a result of a 
year-long joint venture to pro¬ 
duce a facility for detecting and 
quantifying odour, especially 
from intensive hog-rearing fa¬ 
cilities. 

"The lab features two instru¬ 
ments: the Aroma Scan® which 
has the potential to identify 
types and sources of odours, and 


an olfactometer which measures 
the intensity of odours," said Dr. 
Richard Coleman, project man¬ 
ager at ARC's Vegreville site. 

"The measurements we take 
from in and around hog farms 
will provide benchmarks. Once 
we accurately identify the 
source of nuisance odours in 
existing operations, we will be 
able to create predictive tools 
using air dispersion models. 
These tools will be useful in 
evaluating odour impact when 
planning future livestock expan¬ 
sions." 

"That's good news for Alberta 
pork producers," said Ed Shultz, 


general manager of the Alberta 
Pork Producers Development 
Corporation. "The lab will help 
Alberta hog producers address 
two of their primary priorities 
- to encourage new construc¬ 
tion and expansion of existing 
facilities to meet increasing 
demand for pork products, and 
to improve environmentally 
sustainable production 
through conscientious farm 
management practices." 

"Alberta Agriculture is ac¬ 
tively partnering with indus¬ 
try and research facilities to 
address legitimate public con¬ 
cerns about odour from inten¬ 


sive livestock operations," says 
Dr. Terry Church, leader of the 
Livestock Expansion and De¬ 
velopment Team, Alberta Agri¬ 
culture. 

"Our department and our 
Minister have said very clearly 
from the beginning that, while 
there are great opportunities 
for livestock expansion in Al¬ 
berta, expansion must be kept 
responsible and environmentally 
sustainable. This laboratory goes 
a long way toward addressing the 
issues that are causingpublic con¬ 
cern." 

Over the next six months, the 
lab team will travel to sites around 


Vegreville and Red Deer to take 
air samples from hog barns and 
from just above the surface of hog 
lagoons. Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development will be 
coordinating seminars and infor¬ 
mation sessions to make the re¬ 
sults of this sampling available to 
the industry and the public.
